When in Posten a few weeks ago my dear wife cheacc  *o ceme 
across the Congo Refierm Association and read some of their poraiiets. 
Her hears was stirred within her, and unknown to me she quick; 
eathered information. She used the spare hours when TI was are. to 
make her notes, and when J left her in the bepinning of July ezpect— 
ing that a quict restful time at Northfield would prepare her for a 
useful winter's work, she laid hold of the Congo material, and yieldcd 
her life in the writing of her last book. 


On the 19th of July, a doctor was called to attend her for 
what seemed a slight indisposition, and suggested a simple operation, 
Her answer was “) have ne time to go into a hospital. JT cannot write 
in a hospital as J can write under the trees here. T must finish 
this book “Our Slave State" 


On the 27tn of July, after Lucy had been down to the Audit— 

orium and spoken on round top to large audiences, she had to lie 
down feeling very unwell. Again an operation was suggested, and 
again our cear one refused, She was going about till Aueust 4th, 
when according to tne doctor's statement she became seriously ill. 
On August 8th, she at last agreed te the operation, which was 
successfully performed. There was slight local peritonitis, but as 
she seemed to improve, as her temperature remained low, and she 
rested well, especially on tne night from Thursday to Friday, (ninth 
to tenth of August) there seemed every hope for a specdy recovery. 
On Friday the medical man expressed his view that within ten days 
Mrs. Kumm might be about again. On Saturday the llth of August her 
condition changed for the worse. <A specialist from the capital of 
the State Mass. was sent for, and when he arrived on Saturday after-— 
noon he expressed his conviction that the case was hopeless, eeneral 
peritonitis had supervened. Was there no hope at all? The specialist 
thought there was one chance in ten thousand, if he immediately 
eee When the question was brought before our beloved, she said 

th a smiling face " For the sake of my husband and my boys I shall 


undergo the operation, and JT gladly take My one chanee in ten tholi~ + 
sand" At half past six in the afternoon she wrete har last letter ’ 
to me, saying "Good bya" "Aur Wiedersehn." She then dictated a 

letter to the boys, gave her New Testament to the medical man (T 
believe the man's life is changed}, Before the anastetics took 

effect, her last vords which she repeated twice were “J know that 

my Redeemer liveth, " 


One of her last Bible readings. was the five I Musts ef the 
Master, 
"T must be about my Pather's business" 
"I must abide at thy house" 
"T must preach the Gospel in other citzas also" 
"I must work.the works of Him that seni, rie“ 
"I must walk to-day and to-mnerror't 


Ten days before her death she wrote @ little study on the 
seng of Solomon, beautiful words, beautiful thoughts, a message firou 
God. ; 


On Sunday the 12th ef August at one o'clock in the morning 
(American time - 6 a.m, Fnglish time) she went home. A wild thunder 
storm was raging over Northfield, Amid thunder and lightning she 
was translated, It was day break in the old world, 


“And when the sun in ell His state 
Tilumed the Hastern sities 

She vagsed through glory's morning gate 
And walked in Paradise". 


And now that poor frail body rests, but that indomitable 
that giant soul is called to higher service, 


“"Wxcept & corn of wheat fall irto the ground and die, it 
abideth alone, but if it die it bringeth forth much fruit." 


We laid her bedy to rest in the private cemetary of the 
Moody family at Northfield. The sun vas sinking in the West when we 
were gathered round the open grave on Saturday the 25th of Aupust, 


A few days ago, little Helmy came to my bed rdom, crept 
into my arms and said to me "Papa, Mamma wanted the Lord Jaspus ts 
come, When do you think is the Lord coming? Is He coming tc-morrow, 
and ja Mamma coming with Fim? We must all be very good, and we 
shej} see and welcome Them." 


Yes, we mist all be very good. May God help us to be very 
good in a new sense,

Dr. Davin Wits, SR., now a retired chaplain of 
the regular U. 8. Army, but long a resident of the South 
and minister of the Southern Presbyterian Church, a grad- 
uate of Columbia Theological Seminary, South Carolina, co- 
pastor of Dr. Smythe, of Charleston, 8. C., and at one time 
president of Oglethorpe University, Georgia. This devoted 
friend of the Southern Presbyterian Church took such in- 
terest in this discussion that he read it in the proof whilst it 
was going through the press, and encouraged the author with 
his cordial and unqualified approval. No one was more sur- 
prised than he at the disposition of the subject by the General 
Assembly and the Synod of Virginia. One of the most 
notable foreign missionary conventions of the year meets 
annually at Clifton Springs, N. Y., in June, and enjoys the 
generous hospitality of that Sanitarium. Dr. Wills was 
present at that convention, June, 1906, and assisted Dr. Mal- 
colm in distributing among the missionaries a package of the 
book which had been shipped there for that purpose. Dr. 
Wills writes: ‘All were glad to receive them [th¢ Books], and ' 
have unanimously agreed, so far as I could ascertain, that 
polygamists cannot be admitted to church membership any- 
where without abandoning all but one wife, and she the one 
first married. 

“Dr. Hunter Corbett, the (Missionary) Moderator of the 
Northern General Assembly (1906) read your book. We 
spent an hour on Sunday afternoon in discussing the subject 
of polygamy in heathen lands. He says you are on the right 
line, and that the church will come to_ your ground sooner o. 
ater, and that, therefore, your valuable wart wll tell airect. 


ively on the future missions of the church. 
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“T herewith inclose the testimonies I ‘gathered from the 
inissionaries in India, China, Japan, and one from Bishop 
Pennick, of the Diocese of Virginia, who has charge of his 
church missions in Africa. You are powerfully supported 
in your views by the leading missionaries from one end of 
the heathen world to the other.’ Inclosed were five cards 
with six names, concisely expressing decided views, and not 
a discordant note was heard. It was regretted that more 
books were not sent, as they were eagerly sought after. A 
thousand copies were printed, but they are diminishing, and 
persons write the author, not knowing where they can be 
obtained. 


16. As illustrating the reformatory power of the truth, the 
following incident may be given. It is contained in a letter 
from Dr. Brooke to the author, in a letter dated June 29th, 
1906: “Let me congratulate you upon the first fruit of the 
polygamy overture.” The Kassai Herald, published by our 
African Mission at Luebo, for April, 1906, has this; * * * 
At a meeting of missionaries, March 1—6, 1906: “The re- 
ports as rendered from the field were of the most encouraging 
kind, yet there was a recognition on the part of all present 
that the goal of our hopes had not been fully attained. No- 
where was the truth of this assertion more fully seen than 
in the earnest, prayerful consideration over the subjects of 
Polygamy and Self-support. Against the former the door of 
church membership was closed, while the latter had plans 
and methods set in operation looking toward a fuller realiza- 
tion of that ideal.” 


iit. Rev. Dr. Tuomas Cuatmers Easton, pastor of Hast- 
ern Presbyterian Church, Washington, D. C.—Rey. and 
Beloved Brother: I have read over carefully your able con- 
troversial pamphlet, entitled “Polygamy and Citizenship, and 
must say your position is unassailable, seriptuyal vi] 
stand the severest criticism, 
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“Years from now, not many, all churches and ministers 
must stand upon the rock foundation where your able book 
would have them placed. Divorce legislation, marriage laws, 
and other matters pertaining to the family, need revision the 
world over. 

“Thanks for your noble contribution to the literature on 
this most important and living question of the day.” 


12. Tue ConrraL PrespyrERIAN.—This is one of our 
Southern Presbyterian Church papers that has spoken out in 
advocacy of the General Assembly making a deliverance on 
the subject of polygamy in accordance with the constitution 
of the church touching morals and personal righteousness. 

May 16, 1906: “A volume of more than two hundred 
pages, entitled ‘Polygamy and Citizenship in Church and 
State,’ by Dr. Samuel Spahr Laws, is before us. It_is prob- 
ably the most complete discussion of the subject that has ever 
been published. Dr. Laws’ extensive and varied learning, 
and his familiarity with sourees of information, eminently 
qualify him for the task that he has accomplished. The 
discussion bears upon an overture on this subject that goes 
before the Assembly in session at Greenville. There seems 
to be no substantial reason why the Assembly should not dis- 
tinetly declare that in the reception of communicants into the 
church in foreign fields the standards of the church upon all 
questions of morals shall be respected and enforced; or else 
refer the entire subject to an ad interim committee instructed 
to prepare a formal paper for final consideration and adop- 
tion.” 


13. Rev. Dr. BE. M. Green, Danville, Ky., Moderator of the 
Southern General Assembly, 1898, and Chairman of Com- 
mission on Polygamy, 1906: 

«* * Your vast labor in connection with this matter has 
not been wasted. You have given us an exhaustive discussion 
of the subject which is learned and valuable, and your end 
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has probably been accomplished, though the complaint was 
not sustained. * * * Am thankful that you have been 
spared to do such vigorous work for the church.” 


14. Rev. C. R. Vaueuan, D. D., Roanoxn, Va.—States 
that the view of this “book” quite agrees with his settled con- 
victions, and remarks: “That if the care and support of the 
women and their children is any hardship, it is the result 
of his own previous doing and must be endured. According 
to Scripture law there can be but one wife, and the repudiated 
women can claim no wifely rights.” And as to the churches 
in heathen lands, he says: “Until they are formally received 
and enrolled by a home chureh court, they cannot be con- 
strued as under authority. But while not under formal legal 
control of the home church, these foreign organized churches 
in the foreign field, they are most emphatically under the 
moral laws of the divine head of the Kingdom, and are not 
permitted to tolerate polygamy. Your argument in_ the 
pamphlet or book sent to me is unanswerable.” 


15. I will repeat substantially what the Rev. S. M. Smith, 
D. D., Columbia, South Carolina, says in a letter after read- 
ing the “book.” He says: The contention is abundantly 
sustained ; it is informing and a valuable contribution to the 


literature of the subject, and worthy of permanent preserva- 


tion.

that I count it one of the great privileges of my life that I had that 
year in Princeton as a classmate of yours; and the fact that I could look 
upon you all these years as a friend is something for which I have 
always been grateful 

It is rather difficult to write you with perfect freedon, 
ions Wty as) ily SEIS WO dissociate the secretary from the friend. 
This thing has gone rather deep with me, and it has been hard to bear. 
You will never know, until you try it, how difficult it is to pull up 
roots that have been going down for twenty years, and to give up a 
work into which you have put the very best of your life. It was 
certainly the bitterest experience that I have ever had. 
I hesitate to tell you frankly how I feel, because all of my 
dealings have been with Dr. Brown, and if I say what I feel, what I 
say will be in the nature of a criticism of his methods. Understand 
then, that I speak with reluctance, and I never would say to you what 
I do,unless you had thus frankly asked me to speak my mind. 
I sent in my resignation, not because I wanted to, but because 
I thought it my duty to do so. I accepted the Board's action, but I 
did think at the time that they might still have taken a chance on me. 
At any rate,it would have caused the Board no mo bo have made my 
resignation take effect after six months, and give me that much chance, 
and it would certainly have let me down easier. Dr, Brown was too 
"dead" sure that I was"down and out and ready for the scrap heap. I 
have proved that I was not,for I preach twice each Suhday. 
As I say I aceepted the Board's action and started in to try and 
get back my health, for I felt that if I could recover my strength, 
I had at least fifteen good years of service in me, Now this was my 
only thought up the time of the Mission request in regard to my case. 
I heard of the Mission request, and then waited to hear what the 
action of the Boamtd would be. I waited in vain. No word was ever sent 
me, and months after I heard from the field what the action was. 
The only inference that I could draw from such treatment was that I 
had been thrown to the scrap heap for good and all, and that I simply 
did not figure anymore in the Board's calculations, 
I accepted the result and said nothing, and I proposed to say nothing; 
but when Dr. Brown sent me a letter stating that he thought if he 
worked hard enogh for it he might get the Board to pay my doctor's 
oebalalars That letter made me fairly boil with indignation; I ce¥tainly 
was mad,and’I fear the indignation was not altogether righteous. 
You can offer a thing to a man and make him feel] that it is his due 
by the way it is offered, and again you can offer it and make him 
feel like a mendicant. I have never asked the Board of Foreign

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I never have asked the Beard for anything, and I certainly shall never 
ask them for anything, and I estatris: would never accept anything that 
AtBsgpagasy is offered in the way o1 charity. 
I said I was not in sympathy with some of the Board's methods. I 
am not. To give me no information about the Board's answer to the 
Mission request, is hardly fair to a man who has given the best 
years of his life to the cause. It was not only poor policy, but it 
was not kind, The question of what the Board would do with the 
Mission request was the biggest question in my life, and to be 
utterly ignored in the matter was just a little too much. When 
I asked why I was not informed,I was told this; "I do not know why 
the Board action was not sent to you, I do'nt suppose there was any 
why about it". Tt does not take a great amount of acumen to 
understand such a statement as that. 
There does not seem much use of discussing the matter. Dr. Brown is 
perfectly satisfied with his handling of the case, and as for me, I 
shall never be satisfied with it. 
Will you kindly tell] Dr. White for me that I am sorry that I turned 
down his request. T have a great admiration for br. White. I 
renember hearing that when he returned from his trip,he brought 
pack the repmtation of being able to tackle hard problems on the 
Mission Field, and find solutions for them. That ig the kind of man 
I like, 

I am serving a small church here, and the people are most kind 
and appreciative. We enjoy our work Here but it does seem like 
small potatoes after the strenuous years in Pyengyang. 

The enclosed clipping will show you how I have become involved in 
this fight in this First Church of Oakland. T took the side of the 
minority in our Presbytery meeting, and that was the reason for their 
coming yesterday.

A fer 
months since a stirring, joint appeal of the uiesione” thenselves was 
sent broad-cast through the Church, calling for the greatly enlarged 
force of heralds to proclaim the flad tidings to the nations afar. 
This was done with the earnest hope that the general revival of an 
evangelistic interest both at home and on the mission fields, would be 
attended by a corresponding response from the strong men in ovr Theo— 
logical Semineries. Thus far the Board has been disappointed in the 
tember who have epplied. It is true thet there are always more or less 
who in point of health or training or special circumstances or adaptea- 
tions, fail to meet the requirements which lone experience has shown 
to be indispensable. But even if such cases, it is certainly credite- 
bis, and a recognition of scared duty to have offered one's self. Ath 
Providence dees not open the way to the foreien field the applicant 
Will feel the more clear and happy in the sphere assigned him in our 
own land. 

On the other hand , the fact that ths Board having considered 
all the circumstances in the case declines to appoint an applicant, is 
not to be considered a valid reason why others shovld exeuse themselves 

from applying. Ivery true minister of Christ wishes to be employed 
wherever the Master has the most urgent work for him to do. 
But the Board kindly and affectionately asks that the question

évery one who expects to preach the Gospel. 

One of the most useful missionaries of the Board, in the last 
thirty years, once said to me as we were passing Princeton Junction on 
the train — "Do you remember an old bridgs a mile or two out of Prince— 
ton on the Trenton road"? I said, "Yes". well, it was while sitting 

alone on thet bridge one day that I promised my Master te I would 
give the question of the foreign field a feir show. After I had reached 
that point, after I hed become willing to weigh all reasons pro and 
con, fairly, the work of deciding was very easy." This young man 
hed much to surrender, wealth, high soclal position, bright prospects, 
on ail hands, but ne had gained a richer blessing. 

There have doubtless been with us all certain crises in which 
we were not fully prepared to consider fairly the path of duty. ‘The 
sacrifices seemed too great. We could not bring ourselves to a full 
and complete consecration. We could not even pray wpon the subject; but 
whoever has met such erises with a full surrender to his Divine Master 
hes entered unon the path of peace. All his powers have been quickened 

and he has found joy in that whieh seemed most formidable berore. 


fhe Christian church of the West has entered upon a vast and 
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almost hazardous enterpriss. Before God, angels and men they have une 
dertaken to obey Christ's ereat commission. They have begin the work 
of evangelizing the henighted nstions. ae like an army in the ene 
jy's country where Nf can neither turn back nor stand still. our 
whole Christianity will be dishonored and the Master wounded anew by 
any faint—heartedness or disloyalty.
